Blade, and tbe Indians buried her and 
her infant together, without taking the

too young to keep itself. In this in- 
stance they dug a hole, threw the wo- 
man into it, and laid the infant on her 
breaat, coveting them over with brush. 
In explanation of their conduct, one ot 
them said: "Baby no good; no got 
milk; bimeby heap cry; die pooty 
soon anyhow." 


It would be an impossibility to con- 


vince an Indian that ho is doing wrong 
by thus abandoning a helpless infant as 
a prey to the coyotes and oarrion birds ; 
U was the custom of his fathers, and 
he can see no wrong in it. A white 
man docs not like to interfere in such a 
case ; for to try and rear the child 
would be a hopeless task, and ao white 
man would feel justified in dashing its 
brains out with a stone. Besides, the 
Indians.would feel greatly aggrieved at 
any interference with this pleasant 
uwge of theirs.—Reese River Nev.

Every- 
where a larger acreage of wheat than 
usual has been sown, and in Kansas and 
Nebraska especially, an enormous yield 
is anticipated, no grasshoppers having 
as yot made thoir appearance' in those 
states, and no signs of then! are to be 
seen. In short, everything 'points to 
an abundant crop of this cereal in tho 
West, during tho approaching harvest, 
and tho hearts of tho farmers are corre- 
spondingly glad.

It is time for us to speak with ut 


most plainness to our iricnds in the 
South. 
There can only bo one end to 


tins shot gun policy. Theso constant 
stories of assassination on tlic lied riv- 
er, of conventions dissolved by forea, of 
riots, "with twenty negroos killed and 
one while man man wounded ," of rev- 
olutions \\ki that against Ames in Mis- 
sibippi; this proscription of Noithern 
men as "earpot baggers," and of South- 
ern llopublioaris ns "scalawag1?," this 
at>sutii|)tinii thut because a citizen of 
New Yoik removes to North Oarolina 
and goes into politics as a Republican 
ho must necessarily bo a scamp, and be 
treated as an outlaw, tins ostiacism aud 
proscription, and above all, those brutal, 
inhuman, cruel murders) of negroes 
that we luivo been in New Orleans, 
Memphis, Viokaburg and Oolfux, and 
which wo now witness at Bayou Sara, 
only defer a true reconciliation between 
the sections. It is no answer lo state 
that those outbreaks result from the 
nitsgovornment of men like Mosos and 
Wlupper and the like. We admit their 
errois. 
We have censured the general 


govciumcut for permitting tlicui to 
hold power. But this is no excuse for 
the decries that take place in Louisiana. 
Sue how Now York was misgoverned 
Bvo years ago. 
Soo the misgovcrnment 


in Chicago to-day. There is nothing 
in tho history of tho South to compare 
with it. 
But neither New York or IK 


linois would stand excused for a mo- 
ment il tho reign of thieves had given 
place to a reign of assassins, 


We can only attribute riots like these 


we have soon so often in the South, and 
which we now BOO in Louisiana, to the 
roigo of assassination. The law-abiding 
men of that state must deplore it as 
much as wo do in New York, and we 
trust that they will take up arms to 
suppress it. 
We cannot think of the 


galUnt sons of Louisiana—tho men who 
followed Bonuregard 
over so many 


bloody fields—going with shot guns in 
to tho swamps to murder negroes. 
We 


appeal to theso men to put an end to 
these absassinations; for ii they do not 
the general government will. 
Even if 


there wero a Democratic majority in 
tho House as largo again as at present, 
the people of this llopublio—who fought 
the war for tho Union—would never 
submit in siljncc to a uniop which per 
uiits tho repeated assassination of citi 
zens for thoir principles.

WASHINGTON, May.23.—The presi- 


dent, to-day, sent to tho Senate the 
following " nominations : Edward" S. 
Pierrepont, of N. Y., minister to Eng' 
land; Alphonso Tatt, of Ohio, now 
secretary of war, attorney general; J. 
Donald Cameron, of Peon., secretary 
of war. The Senat t, in executive ses- 
sion, confirmed the nominations. 


Tho senate also confirmed B. F. 


Chambers register at the land office at 
Niabrara, Nebraska ; John I. Keddick, 
of Nebraska, associate justice of tho 
supreme court for New Mexico. 


When the senate went into executive 


session, to-day, tbo nomination of 
Pierrepont waa rcforrod to tho commit- 
ted on foreign relations, that of Tall 
to tho committed on judiciary, and that 
of Cameron to the committee on mili- 
tary affairs. 
Senators "Cameron, Ed- 


munds and Logan, tho respective chair- 
men of these committees, soon thereaf- 
ter made iavorable reports ou the nomi< 
nations, which were confirmed by the 
senate without debate, the reception of 
the nominations from the presidjnt and 
their reference, the reports thereon aad 
final action occupying less than an hour. 
The nominations wero a surprise to al- 
most everybody, especially that of Don 
Cameron, son of Senator Cameron. 


The cabinet changes, to-day, and 


nomination of Judge Pierropont as 
minister to England, were the oocasion 
of great surprise in all quarters. So 
carefully had the intentions of. the 
president in this regard been concealed,' 
that with the exception-of Mr. Fish 
and the gentlemen directly personally 
interested, the other members of the 
cabinet were unaware of the arrange- 
ment until the nominations had been 
sent to the senate. Judge Pierrepont 
will take immediate departure for Eng- 
land, and Tudge Tuft will, without da- 
lay, take charge of the department of 
justice. Judge Pierrepont will proba- 
bly arrive in England before the termi- 
nation of the correspondence with the 
British government on the Winslow 
extradition case. Mr. 
Cameron has 


telegraphed to his friends here that he 
very,highly appreciates the honor con- 
ferred upon him by the president and 
senate; that it was entirely unsuspected 
and that he is npw too much indisposed 
to leave home, but hopes* to be hero in 
a few days, and. in the meantime will 
decide whether, ho will, accept,the Joffiee. 


D. P. Talley, of Washington, testi- 


fied before the Louisiana investigating 
committee, that he was engaged in the 
prosecution of largo claims for Peruvi- 
an guano, involving $100,000,000, aad 
during the prosecution of the claim, ic 
learned that J. Casey, II. F. Ilarwig, 
and Nicholas Casey,, were interested in 
tho claim, having paid, Dr. Sanderson 
$2,800 and promised to aid in the pros- 
ecution of the case.
